Proposed Change (provide original and proposed wording):
Original wording would not be changed. The following added wording 1s proposed:

Areas of the vacuum truck where condensate may accumulate such as the HEPA filter
housing, silencer, and micro-strainer will be drained on an as needed basis to remove
condensate buildup. The drained water will be containerized and properly dispositioned.
If radiological contamination is present, the liquid may be solidified with absorbent
materials, and the resulting matrix may be packaged and disposed of at a radioactive
landfill {e.g., LLBG, ERDF, etc.). Alternatively, the liquids may be transferred to an
approved container or tanker truck (see Emission Unit 1D 888) for transport to the
Effluent Treatment Facility (Emission Unit ID 301) or other facility licensed to receive
radioactively contaminated liquids.

Any emissions due to the condensate handling at the vacuum truck are accounted
for within the very conservative estimates of emissions for the vacuum truck.
